THE TRAGEDY AT THE CENTRAL 
POLICE 5TATION. 


MAGISTERIAL INQUIRY. 


At tho Magistracy this morning, Mr A. 
E. Wodehonso held an onquiry. into the 
circumstances attending the tragedy at the 
Central Police Station on Thursday, 6th 
imt., wben an Indian constable killed a 
lukeng and then committed suicide. 


Chow Hing, P.C. 228, stuted—On the 
6th inet. at 6.10 p.m, I was on my bed 
inthe Central Station, T saw the decessed 
Sorain Singh pase wy bed. After that I 
wont tothe table to get my evening meal. 
There wers four of as at the table. The 
deceased lukong, Ohing Leung, two other 
lukongs and mysell, While we were taking 
out tice Serain Singh passed the table. ‘He 
locked at each of us. He went inte the 
backyard from the mess room. I saw him 
fre with his carbine through the window. 
He bit Ching Leng, I was sitting to the 
right of the deceased, who. fell andernéath 
the table. My jacket was covered with 
blood. We rushed ont to arreat Sorsin 
Singh, but he fired another shot, This 
frightened us, and we ran inte the charge 
room. We had just como off duty at 6.10. 
We were on the ground floor. We lelt 
QOhing Leung lying om the grouod. He 
wes killed on the apot. 

Inapector Honmeny 
inst. at 6.40 p.m, Ewas un duty iv tbe 
chatga room at the Central Station. I 
heard the discharge of firearms in the 
weat end of the Compoond. [went in the 
dirtetion of the firing, and met the Ia-t 
witness running tonards the charge toom 
from the Chinese meas-room.

At that moment I 
heard another shot from the’ north-weat 
corner of the yard. I cams back in the 
rear of the barracks and gave orlers for 
all the gates to be closed to prevent 
the Endian oscaping into the street.
